Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bergman (4,405,342). 

Bergman teaches a cross-meshed waste gas purification structure (10) with 
circulated filtering comprising a filter (20), a motive rod (12a), a motor (24), a bearing 
housing wherein the bearing being pivotally coupled to each of both ends of support 
axle (col. 4, lines 26-31 ) to allow the a S-shaped filter (20) to move along wherein the 
filter being an interwoven mesh member with meshes all over its meshed surface, being 
supported by a rotary rod (12a) (see col. 6, lines 14-26), and wherein airborne 
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contaminants entrained in air flow (16) becomes deposited on the filter medium (20) 
(see col. 5, lines 3-21).
